Meet the New Kids 

The impressive class of 2018 in the Minnesota House 


G et ready to fall in love. With 
few exceptions, Minnesota 
went deep blue in the 2018 
elections, chipping in two 
new U.S. House members 
and 18 DFLers in the statehouse. 

Get to know them, and you’ll find Min¬ 
nesota’s incoming crop of freshman is 
about as impressive as any single class 
in recent memory. Doctors, scientists, 
social workers, attorneys, people who’ve 
lived interesting and at times difficult 
lives. Adults who’ve overcome something. 

Here are four. Be sure to keep track 
of their careers. They’re going places. 

Ruth Richardson, 

Inver Grove Heights: 

She’s been hustling behind the scenes 
for decades, fighting to get benefits for 
homeless veterans, fetal alcohol syndrome 
survivors, and people with disabilities. 

She’s also a lawyer, and vice-chair of 
the Minnesota Board of Social Work. Her 
work took her to the Capitol on many 
occasions, and it was working across 
party lines that convinced her she could 
become a ‘'professional problem-solver.” 

She didn’t make up her mind about 
running in this election until two weeks 
before her district’s DFL convention; she 
won the endorsement an 3 rway. 

Her constituents are concerned about 
America’s messy and costly health care 
systems, and they want their schools not 
only safer from gun violence, but fully 
funded. So does Richardson, a mother 
of two teens. 

Her father was a Met Transit employee 
who was badly hurt at work. His union 


protected his job and helped protect 
his medical benefits. Minnesota House 
members aren’t organized in a union 
(they’re barely organized as a caucus), 
but you’d better believe Richardson will 
be standing with poor workers over their 
rich employers. 

Alice Mann, Lakeville: 

Some people pronounce her name wrong 
upon introduction. They use the American 
pronunciation, but she’s actually Brazilian 
(so it’s ah-LEES, not AL-iss). As agirl, Mann 
emigrated to America with her parents and 
wound up in Richfield. Alice got interested 
in medicine, and has worked as a family 
care physician for more than a decade. In 
her spare time, she does volunteer medical 
care in poor or disaster-stricken foreign 
countries. 

At home, she got fed up hearing from 
too many patients, people in pain or dan¬ 
ger who couldn’t afford treatment—or 
even understand how the whole jerry- 
rigged medical system works. (Answer: 
It often doesn’t.) 

“I’d get calls from insurance compa¬ 
nies telling me that they weren’t going to 
cover what I’d prescribed,” Mann says, 
audibly frustrated. 

She can recite our ranking for health 
outcomes offthe top of her head (“the World 
Health Organization has us 36th”), and 
can shred conservative arguments about 
a “total takeover” of a person’s health care 
decisions. There’s “a lot of misinformation” 
out there, Mann observes, and people are 
rightly afraid of illness or a rough diagnosis. 
In Alice Mann, the freshman class is ready 
to give patients a second opinion. 


Hodan Hassan, Minneapolis: 


She survived a grueling primary against 
four Democrats in a progressive south Min¬ 
neapolis neighborhood. How’d she manage 
to win? She got on her feet and didn’t stop 
moving, campaigningtirelessly until people 
started recognizing her on return trips to 
their doorsteps. “I even had a couple people 
put up signs sa 3 dng, ‘Please don’t knock on 
our door again, Hodan, you already have 
our vote,”’ Hassan says, laughing. 

The neighborhood’s a blended one, and 
African and Latino immigrants make up 
a big chunk of its population. 

Hassan understands what those people 
are going through: She works in mental 
health and social work, and has struggled 
some herself In 2017, she stopped watching 
TV news; what she was seeing every day 
was simply too upsetting, and she needed to 
shield herself from it to protect her psyche. 

Now Hassan is the news, and happy 
to be serving with a big group of female 
lawmakers. She recently visited Rwanda’s 
parliament and learned it’s 64 percent 
female. She knows her seat’s been held 
by a woman for 38 years (most recently by 
the groundbreaking lesbian Karen Clark) 
and is happy to carry that tradition on into 
2019... and beyond. 

Aisha Gomez, Minneapolis: 

She doesn’t talk like most legislators—be 
warned, old-timers, she knows how to use 
slang! Then again, her background is dif¬ 
ferent from most legislators’. 

Gomez’s mom moved her three kids many 
times over, from Boston to Vermont, then 
to Minneapolis, where the family lived in

Riverside Plaza, a poverty-stricken and, 
in the 1990s, drug-addled part of town. 

Gomez had close friends in the building 
involved in drugs and violence. “It was some 
shit,” she recalls. “It was wild.” She also 
saw abuse (drug and physical) at home, as 
her mom, a public school teacher, cycled 
through a run of less-worthy boyfriends 
before finding a second husband. 

Growingup in the places she did exposed 
her to the sorts of people who need govern¬ 
ment services most, and are often hardest to 
serve. “Some of the people at the homeless 
encampment, I’ve known them half my 
life,” she says. “I don’t see any separation 
from them and myself I’m not going to 
judge where someone ended up.” 

Gomez’s proximity to poverty shaped 
her thinking as an activist and policy aide 
to Minneapolis Council Member Alondra 
Cano, who had Gomez putting her envi¬ 
ronmental science degree to work on lead 
paint and city sites damaged by pollution. 

When she’s not cracking wise, Gomez 
slips in lines like “Having access to this 
position, I know I have an obligation to 
do absolutely everything to show up for 
people I need in our world. Racial and eco¬ 
nomic and social justice is about healing, 
and restoration.” About time, isn’t it? 03

n the east, a Great Bagel War rages. 

The New York bagel is the pro¬ 
totype. Boiled and then baked in 
a steamy hot oven, they come out 
fat and glossy, golden like a roasted 
chicken. The exterior is chewy, the inte¬ 
rior is soft, and the surface is wide and 
substantial enough to hold up a heaping 
schmear of cream cheese and a deli case of 
toppings. In Montreal, the underdog takes 
a smaller, denser form. This interpreta¬ 
tion has a larger hole in the center, and 
is boiled in honey water and finished in 
a wood-fired oven. You won’t find many 
of them sliced and served as sandwiches; 
they’re more likely torn and dipped into 
spreads. 

To which side do we, humble Minne¬ 
sotans, pledge our allegiance? We mostly 
butt out, on account of hating conflict and 
loving carbs unconditionally. But with 
Me 5 wn, the Lake Street deli/bar/bagel 
shop from Saint Dinette’s Tim Niver, Lau¬ 
rel Elm, and chef Adam Eaton, we might 
have stumbled into a hybrid that keeps 
us comfortably in the middle. 

Though billed as Montreal-style, 
Meyvn’s bagels aren’t as sweet or sim¬ 
plistic as their Quebecois counterparts. 
Montreal’s version typically comes in just 
two varieties: sesame and poppy seed. 
Me 5 wn offers plain, ever 5 Thing, onion and 
garlic, brown sugar, and sesame. And while 
the/re wood-fired in Montreal’s trademark 
style, giving them that faint smokiness 
and crisp finish, they’re then sliced, a la 
New York bagels, and topped with your 
preferred combination of cream cheese, 
lox, capers, onions, arugula, tomato, egg, 
Taylor ham, pastrami, smoked salmon, 
etc. Me 5 wn’s bagels have the density of a 
Montrealer, but get the treatment of the 
New York classic. 

Since you’ll likely be dressing yours up 
in sandwich form, we enthusiastically 
recommend pairing the green-onion 
cream cheese with pastrami salmon. It 
isn’t cheap at $13, but it earns its price tag 
in the supple, smoke-edged fish. If you 
like your breakfast for less than a tenner, a 
simpler bagel and cream cheese schmear 
with tomato, onion, capers, cucumbers, and 
arugula is a reasonable $5. An undressed 
one is two bucks. 

The bagel isn’t the only way Meyvn bor¬ 
rows and breaks from tradition. While its 
menu has the distinct bent of a Jewish deli 
in Brookl 5 m, with lox and matzo ball soup 
and pastrami on rye, there’s also an infusion 
of Israeli and Mediterranean flavors, as 


in the shakshouka and the hummus and 
the lamb poutine with ras el hanout. Then 
there’s the Polish pierogi, the oozy diner 
cheeseburger, and a Middle Eastern take 
on spicy fried chicken. In the same column 
of the menu, you’ll find fried cauliflower 
with tahini, potato latkes with horserad¬ 
ish and beet, and a standard Cobb salad. 
This is a collection of culinary traditions 
blended to create an essential, eclectic 
take on Jewish food. 

Not every item is wholly successful. 
The soup broth was thin on flavor, a let¬ 
down for the perfect softball of matzo 
and hearty hunks of dark meat chicken. 
Shakshouka, typically a dish of eggs basted 
in a rich, fiery tomato sauce, also suffered 
from a lack of depth; the sauce was flat, 
overpowered by the one-note sweetness 
of stewed tomatoes. Its savior was a delec¬ 
table wood-fired pita that had a softness 
and crisp edge to make us cringe at all the 
dry, spongey pitas we’ve eaten in our time. 
Of the menu highlights, the pierogi with 
farmer’s cheese and creme fraiche were an 


unforgettable comfort, like the first flush 
of warmth after a day in the snow. We 
think lusty thoughts about these creamy 
potato and cheese morsels, topped with 
an unexpected cluster of juicy roe. We’ll 
stop ourselves before we go too far: Order 
these, morning, noon, or night. 

Happily, you can, as Me 5 wn has con¬ 
densed its breakfast, lunch, and dinner 
menus since opening in June, offering 
the same items all day long. It’s a single¬ 
page menu—food on one side, drinks on 
the other—that has us breathing a sigh 
of relief: One person’s sea of choices is 
another’s wasteland of indecision. We 
tend toward the latter. 

Where your options expand a bit is 
with a changing prix fixe dinner, which 
recently included a buttery chicken liver 
mousse with duqqa spice, pickled grapes, 
and those warm chunks of grilled pita. On 
the main menu, you’ll find entree selec¬ 
tions for an individual meal—any of the 
sandwiches, for instance—but we enjoyed 
ordering up a mix of plates to share, like 


that chicken liver mousse, along with a 
hefty portion of fried yet supple cauliflower 
in a pool of tangy yogurt sauce, and the 
hot, fried potato latkes with a trio of dips: 
sour cream, apple butter, and a beet horse¬ 
radish sauce. Israeli hot chicken, spicy 
with a little sugar mixed in, is a mighty 
fine plate of fried chicken: crackling on 
the outside and juicy on the inside, with 
a cucumber tahini sauce to tame the heat. 

Of course, it wouldn’t be a rightful 
Jewish deli without a pastrami sandwich, 
and Me 5 wn meets the challenge with a 
honking pile of tender spiced meat on 
rye bread, served alongside a Schwartz’s 
Kosher half-pickle and a bright pickled 
potato salad. The balance of fat, spices, 
and pucker is precise in this combination, 
only enhanced by a dilly Bloody Mary (the 
Bloody Merriam), should you be inclined. 
If a hot sandwich is in order, the cheese¬ 
burger is a squishy delight that drips its 
melty Swiss onto the wax paper it sits 
on. Make the McDonald’s-style Erench 
fries your side of choice and revel in the 
familiar flavors of childhood. 

Another nostalgic flavor appears dur¬ 
ing Me 5 wn’s ample happy hour, from 2 
to 6 p.m. daily. The pizza bagel, a classic 
after-school snack, is imagined here as 
adult food, with that morning’s bagel as 
the base for layers of spicy tomato sauce, 
feta, mozzarella, and torn basil. It’s just $5 
for a hearty snack or light dinner. Dessert 
will cost you more than that ($7), but it’s 
a worthy finale. Skip the too-sweet maple 
creme brulee and direct your attention 
to the warm carrot cake, a cube with a 
caramelized crust baked on all sides and 
cream cheese frosting that melts down to 
a pool at the bottom of the plate. 

Me 5 wn is an enigma. It’s a deli, but also a 
cocktail bar; a bagel shop, but also a small- 
plates restaurant. During the day, you order 
at the counter; in the evening there’s table 
service. At 8 a.m., it’s a bright breakfast 
pitstop 
packed with 
families, and 
at 7 p.m. it’s 
a quieter, 
candlelit 

date spot for sharing a very sexy plate of 
pierogi. (Seriously, get the pierogi already.) 

We don’t have the luxury of New York’s 
expansive dining scene, where a shop 
owner can make a living on the bagel 
rush alone. Instead, we get a mashup of 
several spots in one, a do-it-all place that 
serves numerous purposes and a variety of 
cuisines. We get the marvelous Me 5 wn. 03

turnout until everyone votes,” he states. 
‘Teople that don’t vote should be fined. 
That’s what you have to do, that’s the 
deal.” Of course, there’s the concern 
that some voters are not informed on 
the issues or candidates.

Sarah Silverman and John C. Reilly return to the digital world 
in Ralph Breaks the Internet

f the past decade has taught us any¬ 
thing, it’s that the internet can be a 
very scary place. InRalphBreaks the 
Internet, our heroes get a crash course. 
The follow-up to 2012’s Wreck-It 
Ralph returns us to the world of Litwak’s 
Family Fun Center and Arcade, where video 
game characters Vanellope von Schweetz 
(Sarah Silverman) and the eponymous oaf 
(John C. Reilly) live out a pretty steady 
routine. Vanellope’s now a fan favorite in 
her arcade racing game. Sugar Rush, but 
six years of dominating the competition 
has left her longing for something more. 

As she waxes philosophical, Ralph takes 
it upon himself to bring some excitement 
to his little pal’s world. During a race the 
following morning, Ralph creates a new 
road. Vanellope leaps at the opportunity to 
experience something novel, but by defying 
the game’s player, she breaks the steering 
wheel out in the real world. With the only 
replacement part going for $200 on eBay, 
arcade owner Litwak (Ed O’Neill) decides 
to unplug the game and sell it for parts. 

Ralph and Vanellope are distraught at 
first, but a new Wi-Fi connection gives them 


a chance to find the part themselves. The 
duo heads out into the internet, dazzled 
by what’s depicted as a bustling digital 
metropolis—but in a world of shady char¬ 
acters, malware, and unkind commenters, 
it isn’t long before things fall apart. 

As far as animated sequels go, Ralph 
Breaks the Internet performs above expec¬ 
tations. It doesn’t quite capture the magic 
of the original (some of the novelty hav¬ 
ing worn off, not to mention the undeni¬ 
able Ready Player One similarities), but 
the film skirts the major pitfalls of kids’ 
movie sequels by exploring new lines of 
thought rather than doubling down on the 
established world. It’s a refreshing change 
from Disney, whose past animated sequels 
often went straight to video and were noto¬ 
riously derivative trash. 

For how big its world is, Ralph Breaks the 
Internet is a small story, an examination of 
what happens when two people change and 
relationships outgrow the circumstances 
that created them. Not that this is an easy 
movie by kid or adult standards. There are 
some harsh realities presented here, but 
Ralph Breaks the Internet makes an effort 
to keep the sweet in bittersweet.

There’s a whole other article to be writ¬ 
ten about the omnipresent corporate world 
glitzed up here, where your Amazons and 
eBays are literally elevated in a futuris¬ 
tic Jetsons utopia above the grimy lands 
below. I’m sure somebody somewhere is 
doing their dissertation on internet brand 
awareness with young children, but with 
limited space here, let’s just acknowledge 
the high saturation of proprietary media 
coming from a company known for its 
heavy hand in copyright law. Such is the 
nature of the ever-growing Disney behe¬ 
moth: We get a movie where Avengers, 
Stormtroopers, and Disney Princesses 
(the surprise highlight of the movie) all 
make appearances, and we decide later 
whether that’s actually cool in the grand 
scheme of things. 

Taking the good with the bad, Ralph 
Breaks the Internet’s message is ultimately 
a positive one, and the movie, while prob¬ 
ably leavingyou more depressed than most 
kids’ flicks, works more than it wrecks. 03

Mixed Blood s three-play series is riveting

he title of Mixed Blood The¬ 
atre’s current series of shows, 
Prescient Harbingers, doesn’t 
exactly scream, ‘'three of the 
most exciting plays you’ll see 
this season.” Don’t let the stiff title put you 
off, though. Take the opportunity to see 
these urgent, entertaining productions. 

All written by renowned black male 
pla 3 rwrights, the three works presented 
in repertory are very different, but comple¬ 
mentary. Identity and narrative are common 
threads. In all three pieces, white people try 
to tell the stories of black lives and come up 
lacking. Sometimes the results are comic. 
They’re always tragic. 

Gloria (2015), written by Branden Jacobs- 
Jenkins and directed by Lavina Jadhwani, 
begins as a dark comedy about publishing- 
industry office politics. Three cynical young 
magazine employees (Kathryn Fumie, Col¬ 
leen Lafeber, and Tom Reed) pick on an 
intern (William Thomas Hodgson) and 
two long-suffering older colleagues (Bonni 
Allen and Ernest Briggs). When disaster 
strikes, they find themselves competing to 
produce the definitive tear-jerking book 
about the tragic losses at a workplace they 
actually hated. 

Tearrance Arvelle Chisholm’s Hooded 
(2017), directed by Thomas W. Jones II, 
has the alternate title Being Black for Dum¬ 
mies. That’s the name of a handwritten 
guide the character Tru (Nathan Barlow) 
creates for his friend Marquis (Hodgson),

a black teen who was adopted by a white 
family and raised in a wealthy Baltimore 
suburb. The play, a searing commentary 
on feel-good fish-out-of-water sitcoms like 
Diff’rent Strokes and The Fresh Prince of 
Bel-Air, finds Marquis discovering that his 
African-American identity is something he 
can’t ignore—and his white peers certainly 
never will. 

Hype Man (2018), a “break beat play ’ by 
Idris Goodwin, takes us inside a recording 
studio. Director Shawn LaCount leads apro- 
duction with three riveting performances: 
Michael Knowlton as rapper Pinnacle, 
Kadahj Bennett as h 5 q)e man Verb, and 
Rachel Cognata as the duo’s beatmaker. 

Pinnacle is a white hip-hop performer 
who doesn’t want to talk about race, prefer¬ 
ring to emphasize his own hustle and his 
solidarity with his bandmate Verb, who’s 
black. A police shooting inspires Verb to 
take action, challenging Pinnacle to level up. 

The three plays are all challenging in 
both theme and tone, and these artists 
absolutely command the material. There 
are two remaining chances to see all three 
plays in single-day succession (you can also 
see them individually). Mixed Blood calls 
them a “crazy-brilliant seven-hour theater 
extravaganza.” As Verb could attest, just 
because it’s hype doesn’tmeanit’snottrue.

Though Christgau is 
best known for his pithy, graded Consumer 
Guide blurbs, this monumental tome col¬ 
lects his longer essays on both essential 


figures in popular music and his own pet 
favorites, at least a few of which he’ll con¬ 
vince you deserve to be considered essential 
themselves.

I’m bipolar. Does this put 
me at risk for risky sex? 

I ’m a 30-year-old, Asian American, 
hetero-flexihle cis woman. I’m also 
newly diagnosed with bipolar II. I’m 
on medication— the doctor is trying to 
figure that out—but no talk therapy 
for right now, as my last therapist wasn’t 
great and I haven’t managed to find a new 
one. My question for you is regarding the 
relationship between bipolar and kink.

"likely to blow up one’s personal or profes¬ 
sional life” and have always answered "no” 
to that question when asked by doctors. I’ve 
had the occasional hookup, but otherwise 
I’ve consistently had sex in the context of 
closed, monogamous relationships, i.e., the 
opposite of risky sex. However, it recently 
occurred to me that I’m fairly kinky (BDSM, 
role-play). Nothingl’d consider a varsity-level 
kink, but what do I know?

"But if s only ‘hypersexuality’ when it gets 
in the way of a reasonably well-functioning 
life,” said Forney “Picture masturbating 
all day instead of going to work, or having 
relationship-wrecking affairs.” 

If your diagnosis is correct and you have 
bipolar II and not bipolar I, you maybe less 
susceptible to out-of-control hypersexuality. 

“Strictly speaking, a bipolar II diagnosis 
means she cycles between ‘hypomania’ (mild 
mania) and depression,” said Forney, “so 
her highs aren’t going to be as acute as they 
would be for someone with bipolar I, where 
h 5 ^ersexuality can really get dangerous.” 

Forney warns that misdiagnoses are not 
uncommon. But your long-standing kinks 
aren’t necessarily related to your condition, 
KAB, and so long as theyre safely expressed 
and explored, you aren’t doing anything 
unreasonably risky or wrong. 

“Kinky sex in itself doesn’t count as 
symptom-worthy risky sex—no matter 
what her doctor emails back,” said For¬ 
ney.
